Although his chief fame rests on 
his exploits as the firrt sh cireum- 
navigator of the world, de Bougainville 
could have shone equally well in almost 
any walkof life. He was one of the favoured 
mortals who rise to eminence in what- 
ever branch of learning or pre‘ession they 
choose to adept. In his early twenties 
the eyes of mathematical France were 
attracted by his treatise on the Calculus ; 
he gave every sigu of ability as a lawyer, 
and as third secretary under the Du; de 
Mirepoix won a name fcr himself in Eng- 
land as a promising diplomatigt. “So 
vigorous and versatile a n ture was not to 
be confined by the courts and drawing: 
rooms, and at the earliest tunity dé 
Bougainville returned to ance; and 
placed his services. at th» disposal of his 
country. 

War had broken out between the two 
countries. The French colonies in the New 
World were already seething with pre 
parations for war, and it was there that 
the young man decided that his future 
lay. While in Enghkend he had studied 
the boundary and other problems which 
had arisen in North America, and was 
unusually conversant with the whole 
situation. Learning that an expedition 
was about to set sail for Canada. he 
brought to bear all the influence that he 
could muster, and, with the aid of his 
uncle. M. d’Arboulin, and the all-power- 
ful Madame de Pompadour. he became 
aide-de-camp to the Marquis de Mont- 
calm. and sailed in that capacity from 
Brest on April the 3rd, 1756. 

De Bougainville served his country and 
Montcalm well during the arduous and 
bitter campaign. The extracts from his 
diaries and letters throw light on the 
barbarous nature of the war. There were 
welcome chivalzous interludes on both 
sides, but the Indian allies of France and 
England prosecuted the struggle with all 
the savagery of their rare. 

After the capitulation of Montreal, de 
Bougainville returned to France, active as 
ever in the service of his country. A 
year or so later he was released by Eng- 
land from his parole, and permitted to 
take part in the operations of the French 
armies in Germany. The _ disastrous 
Treaty of Paris, in 1763, caused him to 
turn his eyes abroad to see if he could not 
gain some fresh territory for his unhappy 
country, and the fifteenth of September 
of the same year saw him en route for the 
Falkland Isles to found a new colony. 
The sad fate that eventually overcame 
this bold project, which was signed away 
to Spain, left the ambitious de Bougain- 
ville without a definite object to pursue. 
December the 5th, 1766, found him bound 
on the most adventurous voyage ever 
undertaken by a Frenchman—nothing less 
than the circumnavigation of the globe 
was his ambitious plan. It was accom- 
plished with the success that so daring a 
scheme merited. Unable to rest, he next 
“orved in the squadron commanded by the 
Comte d’Fstaing. ' 

After this adventure he embarked upon, 
perhaps, the greatest venture of his life, 
matrimony, and, thongh over fifty, he 
espoused the young and lovely daughter of 
a naval officer. Flore Joséohe de Long- 
champ de Montendre. The marriage 
proved to be most happy. Scarcely three 
months after marriage de Bougainville set 
ont for America under the Comte de 
Grasse on an expedition which was to 
bring him nothing but shame and loss, 
and nothing but disillusionment to his 
beloved country. The latter days of the 
old royalist were passed in honour and 
peace. The loss of his wife and second 
son cast a shadow over his declining days,

To-morrow the North German Lloyd liner, 
Dresden. and tire Hamburg American liner, 
Albert Ballin, both from Continenta! ports, 
will call at Cork Harbour, and embark a 
total of four hundred passengers, of whom 
250 will sail aboard the Dresden. The 
Cunarder, Samaria, outward bound from 
London, Havre, and Southampton, 1s sche- 
duled to call at Queenstown to-morrow night 
to embark two hundred passengers before 
leaving for New York, while some hours 
reviously another Cunard vessel, the 
Scythia, will arrive and disembark 140 pas- 
sengers before sailing for Liverpool.

Thomas Purdue, Town Councillor, labourer, 
Morgan street, Waterford, alleging that, being 
in receipt of home assistance on various dates 
and thereby disqualified from holding office as 
Councillors, Jefendants unlawfully and know- 
ingly acted as Councillors, contrary to the 
provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) 
Acts, 1898-1925, and Article 12 of the Appli- 
cation of the Enactments Order, 1898. 

Mr. J. G. Skinner, solicitor, Clonmel, in- 
timated that he appeared on behalf of the 
defendants, who previously were not repre- 
sented. 

Mr. Quinlan, solicitor for the complainant, 
argued that the Local Government Temporary 
Provisions Act, 1923, simply charged the new 
body with the distribution of home assistance, 
and made no difference in the nature of the 
relief so distributed. Union relief, which 
existed previous to this Act, was still distri- 
buted under the name of home assistance, and 
the prosecutions were properly brought under 
Articie 12 of the Enactments Order, the home 
assistance of to-day being the union relief 
mentioned in that article. 

Mr. Skinner contended that union relief 
had been abolished by the Temporary 
Provisions Act, and relieving officers dis- 
pensed with an application by Mr. Quinlan 
to have one of the defendants placed outside 
the court room while the other defendant was 
giving evidence was refused by District 


Justice MacCabe, who declared that he did 
not see why he should treat a member of the 
Corporation in that fasaion.

PAY FIXED BY AGREEMENT.

FAMOUS SALES. 


The difficulties which the Irish farmers 
are experiencing at the present time were 
illustrated yesterday at Beauparc, County 
Meath, the home of Lady Lambart, when 
the 82nd annual sheep sale took place. 

This constitutes the oldest-established 
sheep sale in Ireland, and is attended by 
buvers from considerable distances, In 
former years the average price realised for 
rams has been 10 guineas a head. Yester- 
day the average price was £4. Eighty sheep 
fetched under £98. 

The total sum realised at the sale was 
£192 13s., as compared with between 
£1.500 and £1,600 in former years, 

For twenty yearling bullocks there was 
not one bid.

Leaders of the industry are unanimous 
in declaring that, if the stoppage be pro- 
longed, it will deal an almost fatal blow 
to the already diminished cotton trade. 

When told of the breakdown of negotia- 
tions, Lord Derby, who has taken the 
keenest interest in the efforts that were 
being made for peace, declared, ‘‘I am 
terribly sorry; this is a most disastrous 
thing to happen.”’ 

For three days the leaders of the em- 
ployers and operatives met in Manchester 
Town Hall, under the chairmanship of 


hapa G. Titt, the Deputy Lord 


Mayor, in an effort to pave the way to a 
settlement. 


STUMBLING BLOCK. 


The entire question centred around the 
problem of the reinstatement of those 
operatives who had left their work when 
wage reductions were put into force at 
individual milla. 

The operatives declined to depart from 
the stand they took up, of saying that in 
all cases where operatives withdrew their 
labour in defence of agreements, their 
action was the right one. 

Even though the employers offered te 
yive preference to the displaced opera- 
tives and to recommend their ;, members 
not to engage any outside operatives until 
their old ones were ubscrbed. the union 
insisted on a policy of virtually “all cr 
nothing.”’ . 

The breakdown of the conference was

within the next twenty-four hours. 

It is hoped that there will be some move 
by the Ministry of Labour, or an appcal 
from the Prime Minister as a last resort 
to avert the stoppage. 


SUPPORT FOR STRIKE. 


A mass meeting of the Ramsbottom 
Textile Trades’ Federation last night 
passed a resolution to ye the “all 
out ” strike action, but whether ‘all the 
operatives will respond to the appeal for 
solidarity is difficult to foretell, as only 
300 were present out of 2,500 in the area. 

There are nearly 7,000 looms in the 
town, and there have been no wages reduc- 
tions at any of the mills so far. 

At Rawtenstall, operatives’ meetings 
last night pledged support to the policy 
| of the Textile Trades’ Federation. 
| The Rossendale Weavers’ Association, 
which covers Rawtenstall, has issued a 
circular in which members are told that 
it is their duty to disregard any threats 
employers make for the purpose of con- 
tinuing work after Saturday. 

It was reported last night, that, if no 
settlement were reached in the cotton 
dispute, operatives at three Preston mills, 
the majority cf whom are weavers, had 
decided not to obey the strike call. 

At the mills concerned work has been 
carried on at the old rates of pay during 
the local strike.

REICHSTAG MEETS NEXT TUESDAY

BERLIN, Friday. 


OLITICAL circles are keenly interested 
in the negotiations between Nazis 
and the Centre Party which were begun 
in Stuttgart yesterday for the purpose of 
discussing the possibilities of a Govern- 
ment coalition in the Reich and in 
Prussia. The chances of such a coalition 
are considered to be. rather gloomy, 
especially as the Catholic Party has been 
greatly shocked by the utterances of leading 
Nazis and their Press after the verdict of 
Beuthen. Even official circles are sceptic 
as to whether a political accord of the 
widely different opinions between the two 
camps can be reached.

The fact remains that the present 
Reichstag will be only short-lived, but as 
the Government desires not to leave the 
public in the dark as to its intentions and 
its programme, Chancellor von Papen is to 
broadcast a speech from Dortmund on 
Sunday, in which he will outline the 
Cabinet’s programme and inform the 
nation of the difficulties of the parliamen- 
tary situation. 

There is a remote possibility of the 
Nazis themselves easing the way for the 
Government to dissolve the Reichstag im- 
mediately.
